COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
1958 Ohio State Fair is history to­ 
day but whether the 154th annual 
exposition was a financial success 
is yet to he determined. 
The fair itself drew praises from 
all officials as paid attendance, 
especially 
at 
the 
grandstand 
shows, wa* far below pre-fair ex­ 
pectations. 
Fair Manager D. Robert Jones 
said he may present to the State 
Board of Agriculture a plan call­ 
ing for a doubling of the 75-cent 
gate 
admission. 
The 
increased 
prices, however, would entitle the 
purchaser entrance to all fair ac­ 


tivities including grandstand and 
coliseum shows. 
Agriculture Director James R. 
Hay said that under the $1.50 ad­ 
mission plan gate receipts for 300,- 
000 admissions would be 1450,000. 
This would enable the presentation 
of 1100,000 worth of entertainment 
talent — approximate cost of this 
year’* shows — and still leave a 
sizeable 
reserve for other ex­ 
penses. 
Adding to the financial prob­ 
lems of the fair officials was an 
Internal Revenue Service claim 
that the fair owes 910,000 for this 
year * horse ahow and the grand­ 
stand and coliseum shows, and 
another 940,000 for previous fairs, 
despite the fact they were granted 
exemptions at the time. 
Attorneys for the State Bo*ard 
of Agriculture said they will file 
an appeal.

Bacteria Aid 
In Making 
Good Soil 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

Green plants depend 
upon the 
activity of certain bacteria in the 
•oil for tome of the fertility ma 
(trials out of which they make food 
for growth. It la a sort of soil 
Building cycle. 
A group of plants to which 
peas, beans, alfalfa and clover 
belong are known 
a* legumes. 
These plants have on their roots 
swellings called nodule* which 
contain nitrogen-fixing bacteria. 
A* a result when these plants 
•re grown they leave the soil in 
better condition than It was be­ 
fore. 
Nodules grow on a plant’s rooU. 
The bacteria of these nodules have 
the power to use in their nutrition 
the nitrogen of the air, a power 
which green plants do not possess. 
The work of these nitrogen fixing 
bacteria is important for it hat 
been demonstrated that soil prob­ 
ably never contains at any one

Avoid 
watering, 
if 
possible, lf it bern me* neces­ 
sary, soak the lawn long enough 
to really wet the soil six inches 
deep or more. Then wait a week 
before re watering. 
A thin. poorly kept turf is an in­ 
vitation for all kinds of weed in­ 
festation. This can be due to insuf­ 
ficient fertilization, insect damage, 
lack of lime as well as light 
sprinkling. Where the turf is thin 
and crabgrass 
heavy, 
naturally 
bare spots are left when the crab­ 
grass is taken out. This situation 
has to be remedied by fertilization 
and reseeding to prevent recur­ 
rence of the problem. 
Other cultural practices are use­ 
ful. Crabgrass will not 
tolerate 
shade. Therefore a higher rate of 
cut in mowing offers shade condi­ 
tions that discourage germination 
of crabgrass, lf seed heads have 
matured, use a grass catcher on 
the mower. Young plants can be 
pinched out by hand.

Asparagus and Rhubarb Tips

If you are trying to get aspara­ 
gus and rhubarb beds established 
bere are a few first aids: 
Do not rut first year after 
planting. Second year cut for IO 
days; 
third 
year about three 
weeks and from fourth year on 
cut for right or I® weeks, 
It is time to cut down asparagus 
stalks when the foliage has turned 
yellow and the berries red. Cut the 
•talks at ground level. 
Mulch with manure in the fall

Rhubarb is a heavy feeder an d , 
resptmds to generous application* 
of manure or other fertilizers and 
to ample amounts of water

IF PREVENTIVE and cultural 
methods fail to control crabgrass, 
effective chemical m e a n s have 
now been developed. This treat­ 
ment is often postponed until late 
summer or early fall clean up, and 
followed by fertilization 
and re­ 
seeding of any bare spots. 
One of Hie factors in the selec­ 
tion of a chemical weedkiller is its 
ability to kill crabgrass without in­ 
jury to the basic lawn grasses. 
A most effective crabgrass killer 
chemical has proved to be disodi­ 
um methyl arsonate (SODAR). 
In spring and sum m er use four 
and one half tablespoons of Sodar 
to two gallons of water for every 
5u<) square feet. In fall use nine 
tablespoons of sodar to every two 
gallons of water. 
Any chemical should be treated 
with a great deal of respect. Just 
as we pay close attention to drug 
prescriptions by the doctor, so, the 
manufacturer's directions should 
be followed to the letter.
